KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 


New Laws and Kegiilatlons for 
Their Ooveriiment. 


CLEVELAND, June 1 . — I n the Knights 
of Labor convention to-day the first 
businesB was the adoption of the amend- 
ed report of the committee on strikes 
and boycotts. 
The executive board 
must approve all future strikes, and, 
except in certain grievous cases where 
immediate action is necessary, a strike or 
boycott will not he allowed without their 
approval. 


An address to the Woman's Christian 
Union was adopted, after which the 
committee on legislation presented a re. 
port, whi- h was adopted, providing for 
the presenting to congress of a petition 
which was adopted last October at the 
convention at Hamilton, Ontario, in 
which the evils were mentioned arising 
from variable rates of interest and from 
the issue of currency by private cor. 
porations and asking congress to ful 
fill 
its 
constitutional 
duties 
by 
assuming the coinage of money and to 
fix its measure of value by establishing 
a just, uniform and invariable rate of in- 
terest for money loaned and that to 
maintain this interest, as the normal 
rate, congress should lepeal all laws au- 
thorizing private persons or corporators 
to issue money and in their stead estab- 
lish loan offices throughout the country 
wherever needed, at least one in every 
flounty. 


That the national government lend 
money unto the people at said offices on 
good and sufficient security and at said 
fixed rate of interest on demand and that 
the profits arising from the business of 
lending said money be covered into the 
public treasury for public uses and that 
said loan offices be also made deposit- 
ories for the savings of people. 


Representative Low, of Pennsylvania, 
then introduced a bill for recommenda- 
tion to congress embodying the matters 
named in the petition. 
After the adopt- 
ion of this report the committee on the 
state of the order read its report and the 
general assembly took a recess for din- 
ner.

A Knight of Labor Oobbiecl ttor 
Robbery.

June 1.—W. N. 
George, of Duke Center, near here, and 
a prominent organizer of the Knights of 
Labor, and conspicuous in his attitude 
against mono polies, was arrested and 
held to bail yesterday on a charge of 
systematically robbing 
the 
National 
Transit Pipe Line company for a period 
of three years of many thousand barrels 
of oil. George has four oil wells, the 
contents of which discharge into one 
tank. Near this tank runs one of the 
Transit company's three inch pipe lines, 
buried in the ground. 
This line was 
tapped, it is alleged, a half inch pipe in- 
serted and led away to George's tank. 


Frank Crapp, of Lafayette, went to 
the top of a pole to loose an electhc 
light wire. Two telephone wires, drawn 
very taut, were attached to the same 
pole, and when the electric wire was 
loosened their tension snapped the pole 
at the ground. Cropp fell with it, forty 
feet, and was badly bruised, and perhaps 
fatally injured internally.

T H E 1>ANISH CURE,

NBW YORK, May 81.—This city Is famous 
as a place for the development of talent— 
not simply the talent that takes to the beaten 
track, but unheard of talent

how. to reach the market 
I have noticed 
this more in the case of women than men. 
The latter have the entire range of profes- 
sional, industrial and commercial pursuits 
to turn to for a livelihood; but women havie 
only a few avenues open, paved by precedent 
This makes it awkward for the uninspired, 
but furnishes a fine chance to the inventive 
to turn some peculiar gift, taste or acquire- 
ment to practical account 


And they do turn these thinsrs to account 
I could name nearly a dozen women who 
earn honest and often enviable incomes by 
means never before adopted by man or 
woman. 
These are the starters of new in- 
dustries, for what one woman does success- 
fully others will imitate, and so every new 
thing becomes in time a recognized profes- 
sion, business or industry—one 
of 
the 
things that impoverished women turn over 
in their minds in perplexity and fear when 
they face the greatest of all problems, "What 
shall r do to be saved from want?" 


One day, when in a house of a friend, a 
handsome carriage, drawn by two spirited 
ponies and engineered by the most dignified 
of 
coachmen, stopped 
before the door. 
Somebody said, "Here comes Mme. Schott 
I know you will be interested in her." 


Then, in response to my look of inquiry, 
the ladv went on to explain that Mme. 
Schott was a wonderful woman; that she 
was a practicing phj-sician, who did great 
things without medicine; that she had in- 
troduced the "Danish cure" into this coun- 
try, and by means of it made herself rich, 
honored, and somewhat famous. 
"Yes," she 
continued, "and she possesses the faculty 
that all the schools haven't been able to ac- 
quire—thp faculty of rejuvenating her pa- 
tient& 
Withal, she is an interesting char- 
acter and pleasing lady." 


A few minutes later a lady entered the 
parlor with a sprinzy step and a carriage 
that was poetry itself.

Mme. Schott, whose Christian name is 
Wilhelmine, is the daughter of Danish pa- 
rents of the highest nobility of Deiimirk. 
She early gave evidence of the self-sufficient 
spirit which has won her an honorable place 
in life by objecting to certain matrimonial 
plans which had been formed for her by 
those in authorky. 
Determined to be some- 
thing on her own account, she left her home 
and went to her uncle in Ck)penhagen, Dr. 
Emile Fresch, who was physician to Kling 
Christian VIXI. 
He presented her to the 
king and queen, who were so much interested 
in her beauty and spirit that they offered to 
be father and mother to her. 


Having always a special fondne-s for the 
study of the mechanism of the human body, 
and a natural desire to cure diseases, she 
devoted herself to the thorough study of 
anatomy and physiology, while other young 
ladif's of her rank amused tliemselves with 
social pleasures. 
Under her uncJe's tuition 
she learned the practical duties of a physi- 
cian, with no very strong hope of ever turn- 
ing her knowledge to account. 
There, while 
visiting an institution for the treatment of 
the sick, she first saw the "Danish cure" 
practis cL She was strongly impressed by its 
workings and, eager to become a practitioner, 
was instructed in this science of manipula- 
tion, which has been an important branch of 
medical science in Germany and Denmark 
since the Fifteenth century.

Pityingly she took hiim in her krmfl 
and rubbed his back. 
Every time he saw 
her afterwards he begged to be taken up and 
rubbed.

Each treat- 
ment of an.hour's dat ation is booked at $4; 
any longer time is charged accordingly. 
A 
visit and treatment at a patient's house is 
$10. These prices are cheerfully paid by 
Mme. Schott's patients, who esteem it a 
privilege to be received by her at all, since, 
on account of her popularity, a chance to bo 
treated is difficult to obtain. 


Many a time she works over patients from 
7 o'clock in the morning until 1 o'clock at 
night 
Not all who come to her are really 
much ailing. 
The truth is her "Danish 
cure" is a luxury, a rejuvenating process 
which many ladies would avail themselves 
of if the price were twice as high as it isL 
Every laggard muscle, feeble cord, or shirk- 
ing tissue is rubbed into healthy action. The 
patient is really made over bodily without 
drugs, and by a process that is delightful 
know several ladies who really believe that 
Mme. 
Schott can 
keep 
them 
eternally 
young. They go regularly to be rejuvenated, 
xoerely as a matter of keeping off the foe, 
old age, who waits for all at the other end 
of the lane. 
Madam showed me a book in 
which her patients and their fees are entered. 
It fairly glittered with shining names as well 
as lines of figiu>es representing goodly sums 
of gold.

home, removes the long sleeves out of her 
gown, leaving short, puffed sleeve-?, and 
begins the work of manipulation.

hands.

on their ills; sometimes assuring them that 
they are not sick at all except of themselves. 


"Don't you give out your own strength to 
the point of exhaustion in this rubbing?" I 
asked. 


"No, I get tired sometimes, of course, but 
never nervous or absolutely weak. 
The 
cure is in my brain and hands. 
I must ke«^p 
them perfectly healthy in order to cure 
others." 


"Is the Danish cure similar to the Swedish 
movementet, much talked of some years ago?" 
I asked. 


"No, they are essentially differAit in prin- 
ciple. " 


"Could any one administer your treatment 
after learning it?" 


Madanae smiled. 
"I am often askel to 
take pupils," she said, "but I never consent

elastic health. 
Her patients say that her 
very presence invigorates. 
She urges all 
yoiing women to study ana'omy, and has 
written a most useful book, entit ed "Health 
Hints to Women. " 
Sho was invite! by the 
managers of the Women's hospital of this 
city to practice exclusively within that; in- 
stitution, an honor she was obliged to de- 
cline. 


This work has had its financial reward. 
Mme. Schott has a beautiful suite of rooms 
at the Aberdeen, wh re she has lived for 
years; is waited upon by a faithful maid, 
owns her cairiage, and travel in the sum- 
mer months when she can escape from the 
numerous demands upon her. 
She is soon 
to make a trip to California. 


Her standing and success ought to encour- 
age other women to develop what is within 
themselves, rather than follow the beaten 
track, and barter their time and toil for 
some pitiful salary. 
Nearly everyone has 
some gift or acquirement, which could be 
made useful, perhaps exceedingly valuable, 
to its possessors if they would but try new 
fields, instead of old, overworke 1 ones.

THE WEDDING CAKE. 


N E W YORK, June 1.—The order for a 
wedding cake for President Cleveland's 
nuptials was not given until a very late 
hour. 
Ihere will be a bride's cake 
weighing twenty-five pounds and 150 
smallet cakes composed of the usual ma- 
terials which enter tbe composition of 
wedcing cakes. 
The frosting on the 
bride's cake will be very plain. In the 
,enter will be a monogram composed of 
Uie iDitials "C.-F.," occupying a space 
four or five inches in diameter and raised 
to about the same height, which will be 
surrounded by a wreath of orange blos- 
soms. Aroun d the border will be alight, 
but beautifully designed scroll work 
and all the rest of the frosting on the 
top 
and 
sides 
will 
be 
plain,

The small cakes will be placed in oblong 
white satin boxes. 
Each box will be 
tied with a white ribbon. 
On half of 
one side of each box will be painted by 
hand the monogram, "C. F.," and the 
date, and on the other a 0!;rd, on which 
the president and his bride will write 
their names. 
These boxes are of rich 
wh ite satin, six inches long, one and sev- 
en-eighth inches wide and about the 
same depth, with satin cushions at top 
and bottom. 


THE BRIDAL DRESS. 


An elaborate description of the bride's 
wedding dress comes by way of Paris. 
The wedding gown is of thick ivory 
satin, the kind that stands alone. The 
round plain jupe is draped from side to 
side with a very soft silk India muslin 
attached on the left side and nearly join- 
ing the train de cour. The muslin is 
oorle, or bordered with a very narrow 
band of orange flowers and leaves that 
outline the draping. The train de cour 
is attached on the plain bodice just be- 
low the waist behind, and measures four 
meters in length. It is slightly rounded 
and falls in full organ plaits on the 
ground, no trimming upon it whatever. 
The bodice is extremely neat. 
Two 
scarves 
of 
the 
soft, 
filmy 
mus- 
lin start from the shoulder seams, 
cross 
the 
bosom, 
and 
are 
bor- 
dered with a narrow band 
of orange 
flowers, to correspond with the skirt. 
The scarves at length hide away beneath 
a broad ceinture, or lappel, of satin, that 
crosses the bodice from left to right and 
fastens on tbe hip. The effect is simple 
and exquisite. The sleeves are made to 
reach just below the elbow, and have 
three cross way bands of Indian muslin, 
forming pelisse. Attached at the elbow 
point, on the inner side of the arm, are 
tinny blossoms, buds and two or three 
leaves of "oranges." The veil is of plain 
white silk tulle of enormous length, to 
be dressed high on the head, with an 
upstanding piquet of myrtle and orange 
blossom, the six meters of tulle lightly 
covering the entire train.

It certainly was a comfortable time. If 
there was discontent, it was in the in- 
dividual, and not in the a i r s p o r a d i c , 
not epidemic. 
Besponsibility for the 
universe had not been invented. 
A 
few solitary persons saw a swarm of 
ominous question-marks wherever they 
turned their eyes; but sensible people 
pronounced them 
the mere 
mnscse 
volitantes of indigestion which an honest 
dose of rhubarb would disperse. 
Men 
read Bousseau 
for 
amusement, 
and 
never dreamed 
that those flowers of 
rhetoric were ripening the seed of the 
guillotine. 
Post and telegraph were 
not so vnportunate as now. People were 
not compelled to know what all the 
fools in the world were sa^'ing or doing 
yesterday. 
It is impossible to con- 
ceive of a man's enjoying now the un- 
concerned seclusion of White at Sel- 
borne, who, a century ago. recorded 
the important fact that

EARLY 
BROAD 
SUDES. 


Th» Tehiele of PublUs Information 
Be fort 
yetcapapera 
Were 
£'ubliahed. 


Newspapers, as the word is now un- 
derstood, are the growth of the nine- 
teenth century, one of the most aston- 
ishing and rapid growths of a remarka- 
ble age. 
In their absence, the 
peri- 
wigged, 
broad-skirted 
gentry of an 
earlier age were informed of the inten- 
tions of their government, and even of 
the current events of the day, by means 
of broadsides, sheets of paper- printed 
only on one side and either displayed 
in public places, distributed gratis, or 
hawked about the streets, according to 
the character of their contents. 


The collection of these broadsides in 
the Boston public library is not as large 
as that owned by }irivate libraries of an 
earlier 
foundation, but under 
glass 
cases and carefully stored 
portfolios 
there are a number of public documents 
of this description that were published 
m this country in the days of Sa»m 
witches and rebel tea parties. 


Among the earliest 
documents ol 
this description in the possession of the 
public library is a proclamation headed 
by the traditional lion and imicorn and 
signed by William 
Stoughton, 
then 
"Governor" of the province of Massa- 
chusetts Bay, on May 27, 1696. 
It 
cites the law granting £50 blood-money 
for every adult male Indian prisoner, 
and 
j£25 
for 
every 
woman 
and 
child; speaks of the bounty on scalps, 
and offers to all volunteers provision, 
surgical attendance, ammunition, and 
wages from the public treasury. 
These 
gentle traits of our Puritan ancestors 
have become wonderfully obscured by 
the smoke of the Deerfield massacre. 
If the Indians exhibit the ferocity of 
wild beasts they were certainly hunted 
as such. 


Broadsides, such as were common in 
England, published from time to tima 
with a relation of current events, were 
exceedingly rare in the early days of 
the colony. 
There was one reprint of 
a London broadside published in Bos- 
ton in 1689, another in 1690, and a third 
in 1697. 
One of the last issued is now 
owned by the city of Boston. 
It is but 
a single leaf, somewhat smaller than a 
page from a quarto dictionary, and con- 
tains the latest rumors from Holland,of 
a great Turkish defeat by Prince Eu- 
gene, the coronation of the king of Po- 
land, and the reception of ambassadors 
at The Hague with the negotiations on 
foot there preliminary to the peace of 
Byswick. 


Next in importance is one of those 
stamp acts, by ten years the precursor 
of that which a ce:|^tury ago aroused the 
ire of good Bostonians even more than 
exorbitant tax rates, flooded streets, and 
venality in public office does to-dav. 
This broadside was 
headed by 
the 
royal arms and bore duly affixed to the 
margin impressions 
of the 
stamps 
whose use it enforced. 
These stamps 
were not detachable like our OAvn, but 
were impressed by a government offi- 
cial like a postmark. 
Not only the 
stamp, but the vellum and paper with 
the stamp affixed, were sold by the com- 
missioner of the stamps; and no instru- 
ments or writings specified in the act 
were legal withoiit it. 
The act covered 
nearly every paper that could be used 
in business or the administration of the 
government from an insurance policy 
to a newspaper. 
The stamp tax on 
newspapers, by the way, was half a 
penny, the stamp representing a bird 
encircled in a band on which are the 
words: 
"Half-penny." 
The 2-penny 
stamp represented a codfish within the 
legend, "Staple of the Massachusetts." 
The 3-j)enny stamp bore a pine tree 
with the motto: 
"Province of 
the 
Massachusetts." 
Finally the 4-penny 
stamp, which was to be affixed to assur- 
ance policies, bills of lading, and cer- 
tam other commercial 
papers, bore a 
schooner under full sail within the 
words: 
" Steady—Steady." 


This valuable old document in Ameri- 
can history was printed by the pub- 
lisher of the Boston News-Letter, 
and 
bears the date of March 14, 1755. 
It is 
signed by Gov. Shirley 
and 
counter- 
signed by J. Willard, Secretary. 
This 
is, as far as known, 
absolutely unique 
in leaving impressions of the 
stamps, 
and reveals the fact that the 
general 
court of Massachusetts had passed and 
the Governor enforced a stamp act ten 
years prior to the act sanctioned by the 
Imperial Parliament in 1765. 
The im- 
mediate cause for this document was 
Shirley's proposed military operations 
in the French and Indian Avar.—Boston 
Bulletin

PBOFEHSOK HENRY ADAMS, the polit- 
ical economist of Cornell University, in 
an interview takes sharp issue with Jay 
Gould's views on strikes, recently made 
public. 
Professor Adams says that 
Gould's statements will work serious 
evil, since they are not only bad polit- 
ical economy, but are at variance ^ t h 
historical 
facts. 
Professor 
said: 


The great millionaire is undoubtedly Batiafled 
with industrial society as it is and desire» no 
change, but the fact is that the present organ- 
ization of industries is unfortunate in the ex- 
tretna 
We shall look in vain for peace and 
quiet until it is radically modified 
Strikes 
aftl lockouts are the legitimate and necessary 
results of the wages system and all that that 
system impUea. 
They are part of a great 
social movement, and a eocial movement can- 
not be manipulated into existence by ambitious 
1' aders or designing demagogues. 
Our mod- 
ern society, while granting political privileges, 
bas deprived the laborer of certain rights he 
Dnce enjoyed. 
He is no longer proprietor 
of tools, of material, or of product, nor does 
he longer enjoy tenure of employment 
It 
may be true, as 31r. Gould says, that under 
the conditions labor is subject to the law 
of supply and demand, but this is no neces- 
sary part of a well organized industrial society. 
The true rule for wages is that they should 
fluctuate 
with the profits of the industry in 
which the laborers are engaged. 
The wages 
Bystem must eventually give way before some 
form of organized industry, which shall real- 
ize the principle underlying co-operation. Mr. 
Gould is right in commending labor organiza- 
tions as msurance companies, but trade unions 
are equally necessary t.j place the laborer on 
an equal footing with capital for purposes of 
contract. 
It is only through "combinationa 
that the laborer can enforce a recognition of 
the right of arbitration in labor diflSculties, 
and it is only when the right of arbitration is 
recognized and employers are willing to meet 
their men on an equal footing that laborers 
can hope to emancipate themselves from 
the 
evils'of being considered as commodities. 
It 
is without doubt true that in the recent strikes 
the Knights of Labor did many foolish things 
and urged man^ unnec-iSi^ary claims, but their 
misjudgmeuts should not blind the public to 
tlie fundamental principle involved in the 
labor controversy. 
This principle is that the 
benefits of proprietorship shall be guaranteed 
to all who are engaged in industries of 
any 
kind. 
To secure this the laborer must have 
l)ermanent employment during good behavior 
and the right to live in hard times froni the 
fund of capital created by him in flush times, 
and that he shall have some conirol over the 
conditious and the rules regnl.iting his em- 
ployment 
In one particular public 
senti- 
ment is wrong. 
It holds the great captains of 
industry responsible for such evils as 
exist 
The truth is that such men as Mr. Gould are 
the natural product of the industrial society 
of to-day. 
Had he not acquired his immense 
property some other man would have un- 
doubtedly dona sa 
It is against the system, 
and not against the men, that our criticisms 
must be urged.

There are a good many of our shrewd- 
est business men who do not believe 
that a soldiers' re-union can be made 1 
success in Fort Wayne this year for sev 
eral reasons, among them the following: 


First. The fact that a good many 
soldiers left camp last vear feeling that 
they had been badly treated and vowing 
that they would never attend another re- 
union under the same management at 
Fort Wayne. 


Second. That the state encampment 
at Lafayette, for which the citizens have 
subscribed $7,000, will take all the time 
the state and visiting militia will be able 
to spare for the purpose. 


Third. 
That a fight over the title and 
organization of the Tri-State Veterans 
association will have a demoralizing ef- 
fect upon the scheme. 


Fourth. 
That the business men are 
themselves divided as to the justice and 
expediency of having a re-union and fair 
so close together. 


Fifth. That the fair association is a 
permanent organization and liable, if 
fairly treated, to continue its exhibition 
for years, while the re-union association 
is a temporary afiair. and in the event of 
bad weather liable to leave a lot of un- 
paid bills with nothing to show for the 
cost. All these points should be dis- 
cussed by the re-union committee before 
the important step of declaring war 
against the fair association is taken.

Tlie Vehicle of 1'tiWlc Information 
Effort 


Newspapers, us the word is now un- 


derstood, are the growth of tho nine- 
teenth century, one of tho most aston- 
ishing and rapid growths of a remarka- 
ble age. In their absence, tho peri- 
wigged, 
broad-skirted gentry of an 


earlier age were informed of the inten- 
tions of their government, and even of 
the cnrrent events of tho day, by means 
of broadsides, sheets of paper- printed 
only on one side and either displayed 
in public places, distributed gratis, or 
hawked about the streets, according to 
the character of their contents. 


The collection of these broadsides in 


Hie Boston public library is not as large 
as that owned by private libraries of an 
earlier foundation, but under glass 
cases and carefully stored portfolios 
there are a number of public documents 
of this description that were published 


this country in the days 'of Sa*m 


witches and rebel tea parties. 
' ' 


Among the earliest documents oi 


this description in the possession of the 
public library is a proclamation headed 
by the traditional lion.and. unicorn and 
signed by William' Stoughton,.,, then 


Governor" of the province of Massa- 
chusetts'Bay, •"on May 27,' 1696.; It 
cites the law granting.£50 blogd-money 
for every adult male Indian prisoner, 
and

for 
every woman • and 


child; speaks Of the.'bounty on', scalps, 
and offers to »U volunteers, provision, 
surgical attendance, • ammunition, and 
wages from the public treasury^1 These 
gentle traits of. bur . Puritan ancestors 
have become wonderfully obscured by 
tho smoke of the Deerfield massacre.

Broadsides, such as were common in 


England,.published from time to.tima 
•with a relation of current events, -were 
exceedingly rare in' the early 'days ol 
the colony. There'was one'reprint of 
a London broadside published- in Bosr 
ton in 1689, another in' 1690, and a third 
in 1697. Ono of tho last issued is now 
owned by the city of Boston. It is but 
a single leaf, somewhat smaller than a 
page from & quarto dictionary/ and con- 
tains the latest rumors from Holland.of 
ft great Turkish defeat by Prince Eu- 
gene, tho coronation of the'king of Po- 
land, and tho reception of ambassadors 
at Tho Higue -with .the. negotiations on 
foot there preliminary'to the peace of 
Kyswiok. 


Neit in importance is ,,one ,of those 


stamp acts, by ten years..the precursor 
of that which a century ago aroused the 
ire of good Bosloniiins'even more than 
exorbitant tax.rates,, flooded streets, and 
venality in public office does 'to-davi 
This broadside was headed by tho 
royal arms and rjore duly affixed, to the. 
margin impressions of tho 
•' stamps 


•whose use it enforced. .Those stamps 
were not detachable like' our own, but 
•were impressed by 'a .government ofli- 
eittl like a postmark. 
Not only the 


stamp, bnt tho vellum "and paper, with 
the stamp affixed,were sold by the com- 
missioner:of the stamps;.and no instru- 
ments or -writings specified in tho act 
•were legal without it. The act covered 
nearly every paper that could 'be used 
in business or the administration of the 
government from an insurance policy 
to a newspaper. The stamp tax on 
newspapers, by the way, was:' half a 
penny, tho stamp representing a bird 
encircled in a band on which are tho

This valuable old documentin.Ameri- 


can history was printed by the pub- 
lisher of the Boston News-seller, and 
bears the dato of March 11, 1755. It is 
signed by Gov. Shirley and counter- 
signed by J. Willard, Secretary. This 
is, as far as known, absolutely unique 
in leaving impressions of the stamps, 
and reveals tho fact that the-general 
court of Massachusetts had, passed and 
tho Governor enforced a stamp act ten 
years prior to the act sanctioned by the 
Imperial Parliament in 1705. The im- 
mediate cause for this document was 
Shirley's proposed military operations 
in the French and Indian war.—.Boston

Fifth.' That the fair association- is- a 


permanent organization and liable, il 
fairly treated, to continue its exhibition 
for years, while the re-union association 
is a temporary affair; and in.the event of 
bad weather'liable to leave a lot of un- 
paid bills with nothing'to show for the 
cost. All these points should be dis- 
cussed by the re-union committee before 
tho important step of declaring war 
against the fair association is taken.
